When alfalfa leaves are baked in a certain way they are said to make 
an excellen t su bstitu te for tea or coffee, d epen d in g u pon a d ifferen t treat­ 
men t in either case. Not on ly d o they prod u ce a beverage that has the taste 
of tea or coffee bu t on e which is said to possess a rich n u tritive qu ality, 
whereas, all tea an d coffee Is more or less poison ou s.* 


Alfalfa wou ld seem to be the most won d erfu l of plan ts from a food 
stan d poin t. 
When wheat flou r is mixed with alfalfa flou r, the latter varyin g 
from 40 to 70 per cen t, the bread mad e with this combin ation is pron ou n ced 
as equ al to wheat bread .

was nothing but trenches,

Every night wo 
could hear the booming of the guns 
and sec the flashes along the horizon. 
The enemy’s planes came over 
our 
camp a number of times making ob­ 
servation, but were promptly driven 
back by the anti-aircraft guns. While 
we were there it rained considerably 
and the mud wras pretty 
deep, 
but 
having trench shoes with steel plates 
o n the toes and heels were were able 
to keep our feet dry. At that time we 
were put through the gas test 
and 
equipped with steel helmets and gas 
mask* to be taken with us when go­ 
ing more than four 
hundred yards 
fro m camp. One little piece of road 
we operated for awhile was a light 
and winding little affair, which 
the 
boys termed the C. Z. & N. (crooked, 
aig zag and narrow), and the roadbed 
was in such bad shape that to have 
cars o ff the track was a daily occur­ 
rence, but we soon eliminated 
this 
tro uble.

We may be eatin g alfalfa before lon g if the price of food con tin ues to 
moun t. 
But let it be said in haste that we may also en joy the ex perien ce, 
although most of us probably have thought of alfalfa as grown ex clusively 
for an imals. Alfalfa flour lon g sin ce passed the ex perimen tal stage. Alfalfa 
hon ey has been prod uced of good quality an d d elightful taste; an d alfalfa 
ayrup d eserves the same d iscription . 
A movemen t is un d er way in an Iowa city to establish a big plan t for the 
special purpose of tran sformin g alfalfa in to ed ible prod ucts. 
Its output 
would in clud e besid es the articles men tion ed , such thin gs as ex tracts, 
can d les, cakes an d — “tea an d coffee.” 
When alfalfa leaves are baked in a certain way they are said to make 
an ex cellen t substitute for tea or coffee, d epen d in g upon a d ifferen t treat­ 
men t in either case. Net on ly d o they prod uce a beverage that has the taste 
of tea or coffee but on e which is said to possess a rich n utritive quality, 
whereas, all tea an d coffee Is more or less poison ous.* 
Alfalfa would seem to be the most won d erful of plan ts from a food 
stan d poin t. When wheat flour is mix ed with alfalfa flour, the latter varyin g 
from 40 to 70 per cen t, the bread mad e with this combin ation is pron oun ced 
as equal to wheat bread . 
It can be mad e of alfalfa flour alon e, but the 
result is n ot quite so good . The alfalfa flour has a green ish tin ge that has 
aroused some prejud ice again st it, but the man ufacturers n ow claim that 
they can prod uce the flour bleached white.

soldiers 
from some of the towns of Prussia 
are sent to the from under armed 
guard “ as crimials are led to the exe­ 
cutioner,” says a letter found on a 
dead German soldier, who was killed 
in a recent battle on the French 
front. 
The w riter had given a vivid 
description of the scene at the de­ 
parture of a detachment of rein­ 
forcements from Saarlpuis, a town In 
Rhenish Prussia. 
The recruits were 
intended to fill the gaps in a battalion 
which had suffered heavy losses. The 
writer says: 
“The first battalion is ordered to 
furnish a reinforcing detachment of 
ninety-nine men. 
To escort them to 
the Saarlouis station 300 men have 
been ordered out, some of them with 
arms, to march alongside the men 
going off, and others to act as pickets 
un u»e way to tne station. 
The men 
were all ready in the afternoon and 
had to wait some time for another 
squad of comrades from the first 
company 
of 
convalescents, 
who 
eventually arrived. 
“ W hat a scenef 
Ahead marched 
a squad of guarus ami iu r.gnt auu 
left of each file two armed guards, 
while 
another 
squad 
of 
guard* 
brought up the rear to guard thest 
German soldiers— our brave soldiez 
in field-grav, who, according to tin 
magnificently phrased stories of the 
newspapers, dash forward full of joy 
and sustained by love of Fatherland 
to destroy our enemies. 
“ The detachment moved off with 
a band playing a march. 
The guard* 
were so numerous that there was one 
for every two men of the departinj 
detachment. 
Is it not a scandal that 
our children in field-gray should hi 
led to war and shed their blood In the 
same way as criminals are led to tin 
executioner or. still worse, like cattle 
to the slaughter house? 
it was not 
sufficient *hat for hours before hand 
— in fact from the moment of the an­ 
nouncement of the departure of the 
detachment— even soldiers who did 
not belong to it were prevented from 
going into the town by sentinels 
posted every five yards.

In “The Origin of the Species” Dar­ 
win expressed the opinion that the « log 
was 
originally descended from the 
wolf. 
He was Inclined to think that 
in different parts of the globe man 
had tamed the particular species of 
wolT which would be found there, and 
that our domestic dog*, therefore, rep­ 
resent not one hut several races of the 
wild animal, writes It. B. Townshend 
in the Westminster Gazette. 
It has 
long been known that dog and wolf 
will 
interbreed freely. 
Buffon, 
fot 
example, tells us that he made such 
n cross successfully. Indeed, in Rus­ 
sia the Tsars long kept up a fierce 
pack of hounds for wolf hunting in 
which a strong strain of wolf was 
evident. 
Unfortunately, a few years 
ago the little daughter of a huntsman, 
crossing their kennel alone, stumbled 
and fell, and the savage brutes set 
upon her and devoured her on the 
spot. 
The indignant 
tsar had the 
whole pack destroyed. 
Even in England the cross with the 
wolf has been resorted to for otter 
hounds in order to increase the cour­ 
age and strength of jaw of the dogs. 
But as the first cross proved rather 
too wild and uncertain in temper for 
safe handling, the masters of otter 
hounds 
have 
always 
crossed 
back 
again and again to the dog till there 
remained 
perhaps 
only 
one 
sixty- 
fourth of wolf blood, or even less. 
This fact establishes the fertility of 
the hybrid between the wolf and the 
dog when bred back to one of the 
original parents, but so far there has 
been no evidence to show how fur the 
hybrids would be fertile when bred 
together continuously. 
Recently, how­ 
ever, in the present century, this has 
been tested by Dr. Alnric Behm of 
th<* 
Stockholm 
zoological 
gardens, 
who has given a brief account of the 
results obtained by him.
